GRAND RECEPTION AT THE WHITE HOUSE 


Joint fleeting of Congress, With Appropriate Ad- 


dresses This Afternoon—Another Reception 


Tonight—History of the First 


Capitol Building. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—Today 


the centennial celebration of the re- 
moval of the seat of government to 
Washington is being celebrated. 
No- 


vember ITth was the exact anniver- 
sary, but the ceremonies were post- 
poned until the 12th of December in 
•order to accommodate members of the 
. "louse of representatives and senate 


•who desired to attend them without 
.making an extra trip to Washington. 


The program included a reception 


.-and luncheon at the White House this 
morning in honor of the governors of 
twenty-seven states. 
At this recep- 


tion Governor Shaw of Iowa deliver- 
ed an address on the developement of 
•*he states during the century.

lam of the army also made speeches. 
After the luncheon the president went 
to the capitol and reviewed a parade 
•of about 1,500 regular troops and 2,000 
militia, with General Miles as chief 
marshal. 


Joint Meeting of Congress. 


At 3:30 p. m. there will be a joint 


meeting of the two houses of congress 
in the hall of representatives 
over 


which Senator Frye will preside, and 
She following addresses will be deliv- 
ered : 
"Transfer of the National Cap- 


ital from Philadelphia," by James D 
Richardson of Tennessee; 
"TSstalish- 


ment of the Seat of Government in 
the District of Columbia," by Repres 
•entative Sereno E. Payne of 
New 


"York; "History of the First Century 
*>f the National Capital," by Senator 
Louis E. McComas of Maryland; "The 
Future of the United States and Its 
Capital," by Senator John W. Daniel 
of Virginia, and a historical oration 
"by Senator George F. Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts. 


In the evening from 8 to 11 o'clock 


a reception will be given in honor of 
•the states and territories at the Cor- 
coran Gallery of Art. 


Plans for the Capitol. 


Congress fled from Philadelphia be- 


cause the people of that city showed 
such active sympathy with the mutin- 
ous, soldiers, who were clamoring for 
their pay, and after wandering around 
among several different places, a com- 
mission appointed for that purpose se- 
lected the present site of Washington 
as the most convenient and available 
location for the federal capital. 


The land was purchased from the 


farmers who owned it and what was 
termed the "metropolis of the nation," 
was 
platted by 
Maj. L'Enfant 
a 


Trench 
engineer on 
Washington's 


staff, with Capital Hill in the center. 
A premium of $500 and a building lot 
•was offered for the best design for a 


:apital. 
There were fourteen coin 


petitors, but Mr. Jefferson, who was 
secretary of state, promptly rejected 
all but two, submitted by Dr. William 
Thornton, an English amateur, 
and 


StevenHallett, a French architect. 


It was finally decided to combine the 


two, 
the greater part of Thornton's 


plans, however, being adopted. He was 
given the premium of $500 and a deed 
to a 'building in the neighborhood. Hal- 
lett was employed as supervising ar- 
chitect at a salary of $2,000 per year, 
but quarreled with Thornton, and was 
discharged before he had made much 
progress with the building. 


Corner Stone Laid by Masons 


The corner stone of the capitol was 


laid by. General Washington with Ma 
sonic ceremonies and -a barbecue feast 
on September 18, 1793. 
Seven year 


later in November, the building was 
sufficiently completed for Mr, Jetfer 
son, then vice-president, to call a joint 
session in the original senate chamber, 
which was In, the basement, under 
what is now the supreme court. 


The house of representatives met 


in temporary quarters in the base- 
ment opposite, which is now occupied 
by the officers attached to the supreme 
court. 
A few months later accommo- 


dations were prepared In a temporary 
building on the capital grounds called 
"the oven," because of its lack of ven- 
tilation. 
The first permanent hall of 


representatives, which is now the stat- 
uary hall of the capitol, was occupied 
in October, 1807. 


Benjamin Latrobe, an 
Englishman, 


was the real architect of the capitol, 
for he modified the. plans of Dr. Thorn- 
ton so much that new features were 
carried out. 


In 1814, when the British army cap- 


tured Washington, the capitol 
was 


burned, and only the roofless walls 
of'the two wings were left standing. 
The flooring and timbers used in the 
scaffolding made convenient I'indling 
wood for the British soldiers, who pil- 
ed upon it books and documents from 
the congressional library. 
A heavy 


rain fortunately 
extinguished 
the 


flames before the walls of the build- 
ing were injured. 
Similiar depreda- 


tions were committed at the White 
House. 


Two Wings Are Added. 


While the capitol was being rebuilt 


by Architect Latrobe and afterwards 
by Charles Bullflinch of Boston, his 
successor, who carried out his plans, 
the two houses of Washington met in 
private dwellings. 
It was not until 


1827 
that the two wings were com- 


pleted and not until 1367 that the dome 
was finished. The total expenditures 
up to that time reached $13,000,000. 


Since that date two wings have been 


added with a marble terrace, which 
have brought the entire cost of the 
building up to $19,000,000. which is a 
small sum compared with that expend- 
ed upon several of the state capitols, 
which do not approach it in magnitude 
dignity or beauty. 
' 


In the crypt under the dome is a 


subterranean chamber, intended as a 
tomb for Washington, but his family 
objected to the removal of the remains 
from Mount Vernon. 
A "keeper of 


the crypt" was carried on the pay rolls 
at a salary of $600, whose sole busi- 
ness was to keep a ught burning in 
the vault. 
This practice continued 


until 1863, when the appropriation was 
discontinued, and the light, which had 
burned constantly for fifty 'years, was 
allowed to go out.

IRISHMEN MEET TO 


REVIEW THE PARTY 


An Enthusiastic Gathering; in the City 


of Dublin, Denounces the Boer 


War as Murder. 


Dublin, Dec. 12.—Delegates to the 


number of several thousands, repres- 
enting country councils, borough cor- 
porations, district councils, branches 
of the United Irish League and kindred 
bodies mot today in national conven- 
tion in the Dublin Rotunda "to re- 
create the Irish Party.'" 


John Redmond, who presided, said 


that it was the parliament of the Irish 
people. 
Seventy-flve Irish members 


of the House of Commons were pres- 
ent and several priests were on the 
platform. 


John Dillon, amid cheers, proposed 


a resolution to the effect that the 
South African war was entered upon 
in pursuance of a conspiracy to de- 
prive two free nations of their liberty 
In the interest of capitalists and mine 
owners. 


Intensely excited by Mr. Dillon's 


speech the assembly broke forth Into 
fierce cries and protests against the 
conduct of the war. 
The resolution 


was adopted unanimously, and 
the 


president ordered it telegraphed to the 
president of the Afrikanderbund. 


London, Dec. 12.—The house of the 


commons today voted

.^80,000,000} to carry on a war which 
Lord Roberts^ has daily announced 
as "finished" in the listless manner 
characteristic of its proceedings when 
dealing with finance and with a care- 
ful avoidance of. what might turn out 
to be unjustifiable hopefulness. 


Mr; Broderick, the secretary of war, 


.made a speech, which was rather 
gloomy and pessimistic. 
Hi<3 debut 


as secretary of state for war was un- 
engaging, if not dissapointing; but the 
house apathetic after the exciting de- 
bates of Monday, and, like the nation, 
tired of war, was in no mood for se- 
vere criticism.

Refuse to Help Kruger. 


The Hague, Deo, 12.—The Dutch gov- 


ernment today finally and definitely 
refused to take the initative in behalf 
of arbitration between the Transvaal 
and Great Britian. 


The decision of the government was 


communicated in an Interview oetween 
Mr. Kruger and Dr. Leyds on one side 
and the Dutch foreign minister and 
the minister of finance. N. G. Pierson, 
of the other. 
Mr. Kruger explained 


that the object of his journey was. to 
"disseminate the idea of arbitration, 
and the Dutch minister replied that 
the role of the Netherlands must be 
passive. The initative belonged to the 
great powers they added. 
When the 


powers had reached a decision the 
Dutch government might see what it 
could do. 


A serenade of Mr. Kruger by the 


scholars fixed for tonight has been 
prohibited by the police, out of fear of 
disturbances. 


Dewet Still Holds Out. 


London, Dec. 12.—The Evening Stan- 


dard says the battle between General 
Knox and Dewet continues and that 
the forces changed ground constantly. 
Lank of definite Information on the 
subject is said to be due to the ab- 
sence of telegraphic communication 
with the scene o.f action. 


While the war office is most ret- 


icent on the subject there are indi- 
cations that .the officials have receiv- 
ed news suggesting considerable Brit- 
ish success against Dewet. 


Dewet Is Eluding Knox. 


London, Dec. 12.—General,Kitchener 


reports that a strong force of Boers 
has attacked the mounted, infantry 
near Barbertown. 


The battle between Dewet and Knox 


has been inconsequential and the Boer 
general is apparently again eluding 
his opponent. 
Kitchener reports that 


Knox was engaged in a running fight 
with Dewet who is moving In the dir- 
ection of Redersburg.

.Fatal Wreck on Santa Fe. 


Olathe, Kan., Dec. 12.—A north- 


bound passenger train on the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe railway 
crashed into the rear end of a north- 
bound freight train at Clare, three 
miles south of this city, at 6 o'clock 
this morning. Noble"Thomas, aged 16 
years, of Eiuporia, Kan., was .burned to 
death in the caboose. Thomas' father 
was bad-ly mangled', the engineer and 
fireman of the passenger train wero 
seriously injured, and half a dozen 
passengers in the caboose were slight- 
ly hurt.

ariff act on general articles brought 
nto the 'United States from Nicaragua. 
The latter agrees to admit certain arti- 
:les free. 
The President also has for-

100 of the four or five small islands in 
:he Philippine archipelago which were 
not included in the cession made in 
he Paris peace treaty; 
also extracli- 


ion treaties with Chile and Bolivia/ 
The Chilean treaty was signed April

Ir. Boutell in«isl« There Should Be a 


I*:vrser Reduction. 


Washing-ton, D. C., Deo. 12.—Repre- 
entative Boutell of Chicago, 
while 


Uhairmaii Payne of 
the ways' 
and 


means committee was presenting the 
principal argument in favor of the 
passage of tho war revenue bill, intro- 
<l»ced figures to show that the esti- 
mates upon which the reductions are 
being made are erroneous. Mr. Bou- 
;ell 
favors a larger reduction in the 


;ax on 'beer, and believes that the sur- 
plus revenues warrant a further cut. 
On the other hand, the estimates of 
Secretary Gage, adopted by the ways 
and means committee, fix the expendi- 
tures for 1902 at $83,000,000 in excess 
of those for 1901, leaving an e&timaterl 
surplus of only $26,000,000. This small 
Balance two years hence is being put 
forward 'by the Republican leaders as 
the chief reason why there should be 
no greater reduction at present. 


. Mr. Payne's Argument. 


Mr. Payne said that in reporting the 


pending 'bill the committee felt it had 


;one 
to the furthest 
limit 
in 
the 


amount of reduction with flue regard 
to preventing deficits. The $65,000,000 
remaining after the reduction proposed 
by the committee took' effect would 
not equal the extraordinary expenses 
sure to follow as a result of the Span- 
ish war. 


Democrats Demand Reduction. 


Mr. Swanson (Va.), a mem'ber of the 


committee on ways and means, pre- 
senting the views of the minority, said 
the Democratic party fully recognized 
the urgent necessity for a reduction in 
;he revenues o£ this government. Dur- 
ing four years taxation had increased 
over $260,000,000, and he declared that 
if this heavy 'burden was continued 
business and commerce would serious- 
ly suffer, 


Senators Dlncun.s the Treaty. 


There were ao set speeches on the 


Hay-Pauncefote treaty in the execu- 
tive session of the senate.

consisted of questions and answers di-

President pro tern pore of a committee 
of three senators to make the neces- 
sary arrangements for the inaugura- 
tion of the President of the

States on March 4 was adopted with- 
out debate. 
The Grout oleomargarine 


bill passed by the house was laid be- 
fore the senate and referred after dis- 
cussion to the committee on agricul- 
ture.
